I propose, sir, to refer to some partic¬ 
ular pai ts of these instructions; but before 
I do that, allow me to state, very gener¬ 
ally the posture of that subject, to which 
those particulars relate. That subject 
Was the state of our trade with the Brit- 
isli Wvst India rolonies I do not deem 
it necessary now to go minutely info all 
the history of that trade. The occasion 
does not call for it. All know, that by 
th<- convention of 1315, a reciprocity of 
intercourse was established between us 
and GI eat Britain. The ships of both 
countries were allowed fo pass, to and 
from each other respectively, with the 
tame cargoes, and subject to (he same 
duties. But this arrangement did not 
extend to the British West Indies. There 
our intercourse was cut off Various dis¬ 
criminating and retaliatory acts were 
passed, by England and by the United 
States. Eventuallv, in (be summer of 
1825, the English l*ar)iameht passed an 
act, ofiering reciprocity, so far a$ the 
mere carrying trade tcos concerned, to all 
hations, who might choose, within one 
year, to accept that offer. 

Mr. Adams’administration did not ac¬ 
cept that offer; first, because it was never 
officially comiaunlrated lo it, secondly, 
because, only a few months before, a ne¬ 
gotiation on the very same subject had 
been suspended, with an understanding 
that it might be resumed; and thirdly 
because it was very desirable to arrange 
the whole matter, if possible, by treaty, 
in order to secure, if we could, the. admis' 
lion of our products into the British is 
lands for consumption, as srell as the ad 
mission of our vessels.

SPAIN. 

Destruction of Gen Torrijos Sr his par¬ 
ty — T.he Gazette de Madrid has publish¬ 
ed the following additional details of the 
arrest of General Torrijos: On the 
night of the 30(h of November two 
small vessels left Gibraltar with Torrijors 
(the revolutionist) and his partisans. 
Followed St baclfed by the felucca Nep¬ 
tune they were forced to throw themselves 
on (he coast of Malaga, where (hey aban¬ 
doned their vessels. Tlie Spanish authori¬ 
ties informe'd of this landing, took mea¬ 
sures accordingly, and sent troops in ev¬ 
ery direction to cut oflf fheir retreat on 
Gibraltar; and as Torrijos might possi¬ 
bly endeavor to escape by means of 
some fishing boats, (he brigantine Le 
Heros was charged to watch the coast. 
Gen. Gonzalez Moreno placed himself 
at the head of a detachment. ^After va¬ 
rious movement, the General learned on 
tlie4(h of December, (hat he was jieai 
(he hiding place of the Liberals, who were 
sheltered in a barn. They defended 
themselves for some time. The num¬ 
ber of the Liberals was not known.— 
Some said they were 2008, others only 
80. Towards evening Torrij os solicited 
a safe conduct to have an audience of 
Gen. Gonzalez, and obtain his life and.

(he opinion of most persons engaged in 
(he corn trade, that the last crop of 
Wheat fell short of au average, and the 
nneral statements made by tbem are (o 
(he foNowing effect:—In the Boutbem, 
eastern, and many of the middle countiss, 
(he deficiency is estimated at otie-fourtb 
less than average crop, whilst in the wes¬ 
tern counties, average crops were gene^ 
ally obtained, and of good quality, I® 
Scotland, (be eastern counties prodneed 
indifferent crops, and westward Ibef 
were good and equal to an average. It 
Ireland (he Wheat crop is good qualitfi 
and is estimated a full average. Tb« 
crops of Oats and Barley were generally 
deficient. Potatoes and Turnips yielded 
abundantly; and Hay was a very 
crop. It is worthy of remark, that the 
export of wheat from Ireland during the 
last ten years, has nearly exceeded 47ti' 
000 quarters in one year, and on an avef 
age under 400,000 quarters yearly. From 
official documents it appears that 3,490«" 
260 quarters of Wheat, and 1,491.980 
cwl. of Flour, were released from hooo 
between the harvests of 1890 and 18911 
rand as the stocks of VVbcatintbe handso* 
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(Le Ibnr.crs at the end of the two last har¬ 
vests, as welt as in the sea ports, were e- 
flually small, (in the latter only about 
000,000 quarters) it follow s that nearly 
3 000,000 quarters of foreign wheat svere 
consumed in the last year, in addition to 
our ownj^owth. Four successive indif¬ 
ferent liAPTests at home and the conse¬ 
quent large importations, have tended to 
Induce the stock of old wheat in Europe, 
as well as of America. The last harvest 
is understood to have been less than an 
average throughout the greater part of 
Europe, and also in the United Stales.-- 
Prices^ however, are very considerably 
lower than at this period last year, then, 
American flour was quoted 30s to 32s 
in bond, and wheat Os; noW, we quote 
sweet flour 93s to 33s, and prime Amer- 
‘ ican wheat 7s per 70 lbs; but at that time 
the stock in bond was 108,580 quarters, 
exclusive of barley, &.c. and of flour a- 
bout 70,000 bbls; the slock in hand on 
the Ist inst. was 690,740 quarters of 
wheat, 333,000 quarters of barley, 8tc. 
and 657,737 cwt. or about 376,000 bbls. 
of flour, most of which is sour. The pre** 
sent depression in prices may in some 
measure be accounted for by the present 
considerable stock in bond, heavy losses 
of the last season inducing more, caution

derbidden to comply with the reouisitions 
of tbe Post Office law in bonding, &c. 
4 rc., he it, according to the sense in 
which I have hitherto understood tbe 
matter, in error. 

And if he Intends to convey the idea, 
in the part Imiiiediatcly succeeding (he 
one just concisely noticed, that (he old 
contractor was defeated in the late con¬ 
test by reason of unfaithfulness, he is e* 
quallv in error-—and by his own admis¬ 
sion too.

Air. Hayne*s Speech on the Tariff. 

(CBNClcnED.) 

1 had intended, Mr. rreaiUent, to have said 
something of the constitutional question, but 
have already taken up so rnuch of your time, 
that I shall not now enter into if. I must be 
permitted, however, to remark, thst the gentle¬ 
man is mistaken in supposing that this objection 
to the protecting system is ol recent origin-— 

Up to 1824, the question had not been much 
considered, simply because the protection 
which msnufscUires had derived was merely in- 
cidenul to duties imposed for revenue. The 
act of 1790 was surely of that character; and 
even the act of 1816 provided for a diminution 
and not an increase of duties. But when, in 
1824, the true character of this syatem waa de* 
veinped, the constitutional objection was plain¬ 
ly and strongly insisted upon. Here is the lan¬ 
guage, sir, thst I, mysell, held on that occasion, 
on this floor. 

*• Will gentlemen point out to me, if they can 
the power which this government possesses to 
adopt a system for the avowe<l purpose of en¬ 
couraging particular branches ot industry. It 
is my sober and deliberate opinion, that the 
Congress of the United States have no more 
power to psis laws for the purpose of directly 
or indirectly inducing any portion of the people 
to engage in manufactures, than they Imve to 
abolish trial by Jury, or establish tho inquisi¬ 
tion.” 

Since that period, the Legislatures of every 
Southern State have denounced this system as 
a violition of their constitutional rights. It was 
but the last year, that South Carolina recorded 
on the journals of the Senate, her solemn pro¬ 
test against it ms utterly unconstitutional, grossly 
unequal, and oppressive, and such an abuse ot 
power as is incompatible with the principles of 
a free government and the great ends ot civil 
society.” I do not know, air, where the consti¬ 
tutional objections to this system arc better 
summed up, than in the very address of the 
Free Trade Convention of Philadelphia, to 
which the gentleman has referred for anothe 
purpose. The gentleman la certainly mistaken 
when he relies on that exposition as an author¬ 
ity in bis favor. Sir, as I understand the argu¬ 
ment, it is only admitted that incidental protec 
tion ftwy be afforded by dotiea imposed merely 
for revenue, but that the right ia expressly de¬ 
nied of “impoaing any additional duly for the 
purpose of atfording that protection.’ 1 dismiss 
this branch of the subject, with the remark 
that whether we be right or wrong in our views 
on tliis question, the opinion is conscientiously 
and almost universally entertained throughout 
the whole South, thst the protecting system 
involves a gross violation of the solemn com 
pact which is the bond ot our Union. 

I come now, sir, to the question ot the policy 
which ought to be adopted at this importint 
era in the history of our Government. We 
have arrived at a most interesting crisis in our 
national allairs—one to which the People have 
been looking up with intense anxiety for sev¬ 
eral years past. They have contemplated th* 
extinction of the public debt as the great day 
of jubilee, when they were to be relieved from 
the oppreasions which they have so long pa- 
tiently endured? The Peoplfc oi the South, Sir, 
like tbe children ot Israel ot old have passed 
through the wilderness, and are now in sight ot 
the promised land. They stand on the top of 
Uount Piigah, and look, with delight, si the 
goodly prospect before them—and it is for you 
this day to determine, whether they shall prr- 
iah in the wilderness, or be permitted to poa- 
■ess and enjoy their rich inheritance. Sir, I havi 
shewn that the whole system ol duties is op¬ 
pressive and unequal—that the very action ol 
the Government is so—yet I do not wish, gen¬ 
tlemen to suppose thst we are disposed tn push 
our claims to an unreuonable extent. No, we 
will not ask that northern manufactures shall be 
taxed, because duties, to whatever extent im 
posed, operate as a tax upon our industry. W c 
ire willing to agree that the revenue necessary 
for the ordinary purposes of tbe Guveinmcnt 
ahtll be levied by duties upon importa T he fa¬ 
cility with which indirect taxes may be Collected 
sU'ordi an argument in their favor to which we 
are willing to yield, though we well know that 
they muit operate moat injurioiialy on our in. 
tercsts. But, in yielding this much, we have 
surely a right to expect that no more money 
atiall be levied in this wty than ihall be abso¬ 
lutely necessary. Wc think w c have a right to 
insist, thst on the extinclinn of the public debt 
the twelve millions ol dollars heretofore snnn- 
illy appropriated to that object, should no lon¬ 
ger be levied; and, further, that no more mo. 
iiey shall be raised than may be necessary to 
meet the ordinary expeiulilurcs cf the Govern¬ 
ment. Any other basis of reduction than this 
muit be rounded on the idea of a contemplated 
increase of tbe public expenditures. And why 
should they be increased. We have rather a 
right to expect that they should be diminished. 
The principal objecta ut expenditure, for many 
years past, have been connected with prepara¬ 
tions for war, but with the progress of our works 
of defence, and the increase ot our population, 
the necessity for this expenditure wiil,in a gre-t 
measure cease. Indeed it does appear to me 
that it will be hardly necessary, hereafter, to 
seek other seciuity against invasion than will 
be found in the strong arms and stout hearts ot 
our fellow citizens. But the gentleman insists 
that our revenue shall not be reduced below 
eighteen millions of dollars, while we all know 
that t#4lve milliona have heretofore furnished 
an abundant lupply for every purpose, includ- 
ng a million a year for internal improveraenia. 
The gentleman admits that we ought not to 
mvUle for a surplus; and says, with great forcc- 
and truth, that a diviaion of it among the Stale- 
wonld be a departure from alltoiind principlet 
of government. For, said the gentleman, “to 
give it back to the States or the individual 
from whom it wia drawn, in the same propor¬ 
tion, would be a pMpable abstirdily while, to 
distribute it in different proportions, would bi 
HU act ol gross injoatice.” I submit whethtr 
this argument is not eqiially applicable to in¬ 
ternal improvemenis. Mot, waiving this pninl. 


my life upon it we shall have a surplus, and not 
a deficit, unless gentlemen mean to provide for 
some new and grand tcheme of national expen¬ 
diture. Besides, against accidental delicicn- 
cies, a sufficient provision will be found in the 
uncalled for appropriations, always to he found 
in tbe Treasury. Having shown the extent to 
which the revenue ought to be reduced, I pro¬ 
ceed to consider the mode in which that reduc¬ 
tion ought to be effected. The first scheme 
suggested by the gentleman, is a continuance 
of existing duties on the unprotected articles, & 
carrying up the duties on protected srlicles to 
prohibition. The gentleman says, however, 
that he is not in favour of lhi.s schcme,becau«e he 
would put the manufacturers on their good be¬ 
haviour, by exposing them to foreign competi¬ 
tion. But what sort of competition is that tn 
wh'ch they are exposed, when entrenched be¬ 
hind a protecting tariff', ranging from fifty to 
two hundred per cent. —f have shewn that tbe 
existing duties are, to a certain extent, prohib¬ 
itory; and when the gentleman declares him- 
sell against prohibition, he seals the condemna¬ 
tion of his own resolution, which proposes to 
retain the existing system untouched, prohibi¬ 
tions and all. 

I come now to the schemes advocated by 
the gentlemin himself. To take off the duties 
entirely from all the unprotected articles eicepi 
wines and silks, and leave them as they arc 
upon the protected articles. 

The firat objection to tliis scheme is, that il 
is proposed by il to take otf only ^6,000,000 
of taxes, even after the Treasury ia to be relie¬ 
ved from a charge of gf '-i99Ot'J0O by the. ex¬ 
tinction of the public debt. That it proposes, 
therefore, to create an annual surplus of six 
million dollars beyond the wants of the Gov¬ 
ernment, not only without the smallest necessity 
but with the certain effect of changing the 
character of yoor (iovernment, and corrupting 
the people. Why is this surplus to be created? 
Has the gentleman given a single reason in its 
favor; or has he not himself seMed the condem¬ 
nation of his own proposition, when he admitted 
that no surplus ought to be created lor dis'ri- 
bution; for u it is nut to be in one shape dis¬ 
tributed, for what purpose is il to be raised?— 
The next objection to this scheme l.s, that it 
proposes to relieve luxuries from nil taxation, 
while the taxes on the necessaries of life are to 
remain just as they are; subject to duties of 
from 5U to ICO per cent. It is true that the 
gentleman, seeing, I presume, the enormity of 
the propositioir in its original form, now con 
aenta that some very moderate duty may be le¬ 
vied on wines and silks. But, sir, I should be 
glad to know, in what wines and ailks differ 
from the numerouspthqr articles which, by tbe 
gentleman's scheme are to come in duty free. 
Here ia a list otsome of them, and it will be for 
the Senate and the country to say how far it is 
reasonable or just, (hat the consumers of these 
articles shall contribute nothing to the public 
revenue, while the honest laboring man is to be 
taxed from-SOto 100 dollara on every hundred 
dollars which he expends on the woollens, and 
the flannels, the iron and the aiigar, which are 
indispensable to the health and comfort of hlm- 
BCll and family. 

“ft is one of the grandest farces ever attemp. 
ted to be played off upon a free people, to see 
an attempt made to reduce tbe taxes on olives 
and capers, anchovies and brandy, fruits, mnee, 
cloves, nutmegs, precious stones, alabasttr or¬ 
naments, cordials, perfumery, artificial flowers, 
billiard balls, baltle-dores and shuttle-cocka, 
coral hea ls ind gohl snnlf boxes, silver spec¬ 
tacles and ivory headed canes, velvets and laces 
ninll muslins mil gros de Naples, ciuiiels hair 
ihawfs, moicro and primells alines, line c.sm- 
bricks, plated chalfing dishes, porcelain and 
china dinner and tea setts, gold watches, Co¬ 
logne water. Champaign and llurgnndy wines, 
oranges and pine apples, embroidery, ivory 
fans, line frisli linens, parasols, centre tables, 
gilt books, pier loi king glasses, vermacelli and 
macaroni, I'alian marble, mantel ornaments, 
rouge, essences and court plaster, chessmen, 
sweet scented snap, silk stockirgs, gold and sil¬ 
ver thimbles, mantel time pieces, tooth powder, 
wax dolls, and a hundred other things used by 
the rich—we say, it is one of the grandest far¬ 
ces ever plsycd off upon afrer people,thatsuch 
articles as these wc have enumerated, should 
be exempted from taxation, w liilst iron and su¬ 
gar, woollen cloth and flannel, and many other 
necessaries ol life, whicl. are required to render 
the situation of our working (leople comlorla- 
ble, should continue to be heavily and unequal¬ 
ly burdened. \ 

I ask lor the reason for thia distinction which 
relieves luxuries truifi taxation, and throws 
them upon the necessaries of life; which bur¬ 
dens the poor and exerrpta the rich; and I am 
told it ia necessary to protection. Whose pro 
lection? IVhy, the wealthy proprieAirs of 
maniifBcturing stock, men who are realizing 
enormous dividends, drawn from the puckcti- 
of the people. Sir, no other reason for this 
distinction hss been, or can be given; for it it 
acknowledged by all the world, that luxuries 
are the proper subjects for taxation, and ought 
rightfully to be taxed higher than the necei. 
'saries ol life. But here the manulicturera in¬ 
terpose their claims, and the claims of justice 
are disregarded. Again, sir, these are arliclet 
of general consumption; at least among the 
wealthy; and contomed equally, too, all over 
the country; and yet they must come in duty 
free, aiid the whole revenue of the country be 
levied on articles, in relation to wliich the du¬ 
ties operate most unjustly and iinequslly; be¬ 
ing in tnith a bounty to certain portions of the 
people, and a burden upon others, and yet he 
Senator tells us he bad hoped that such a pro¬ 
position as this would not only have met the 
approbation of all parlies, but would ha ve 
been received as a concession to the comph ii-t-, 
of the sooth, flow it was possible for the gen 
tieman to have indulged auch an expectation, 
/ am utterly unable to comprehend. Sir, what 
single concession, or the slightest spprosch to. 
wards it, is mads by such a proposition?— 
lines it consist in agreeing to take off' six mil 
lions of taxes, when the demands on tbe Treas¬ 
ury arc to be reduced to double that amount? 
Has the South ever uttered one word ot com 
plaint against the duties which it is proposed 
lo reduce? No. These were itT.pnsed for 
revenue; and against duties Iviily levied tor 
'hit purpose, they never complained It Isa. 
gainst duties, imposed not for revenue, but 
i.rotrclion, that they have been ro long and so 
earnestly remonstrating, and to quiet their 


discontents, the proposition i« cdBr^ly submit¬ 
ted, to lake off'all the reventBrfluties ami to 
leave the protecting duties unViuebed. Sir, 
it ia not so mneh the amount of this tax, as its 
inequality and injustice, which h*j roused the 
«hide South to deleriiiined oppetition. And 
how is it proposed to relieve ou^ complaints? 
By aggravating that inequality, a<td extending 
and pirpetiiating lhatinjuttice.. We tell you 
that the protecting duties openflpas a tax up- 
onus, &a bounty upon the tsrifl ilttes We insist 
that it is a violation of the princ'qites on which 
our Government ia founded, and tcifuccs us to 
.s slate of "colonial vassalage;” Ikd thia it sub- 


stantially dues, if we are not misti^n in its op¬ 
eration. and Mr. Grattan’f defloinon ot a cnlo- 



ny is the true one—“a country governed in 
ri ference to the interests of anoner.”—Sir, if 
we are right, this scheme amour^t to nei’her 
mote nor less than a proposition relieve the 
tsriir States from all taxation, s, d throw the 
whole kurden ol thi gnvernmut upon the 
other slates, h is admitted, thll, the protec¬ 
tion enjoyed by Hie former, even now exceeds 
the amount ol the taxes which fltey pay, but 
still they do pay their equal por ion of duties 
on the unprotected articles. But when these 
are taken off they will be relievij from taxes 
altogether. Gentlemen who now hear me, re- 
mrmbi r, 'h-t when ihe laritTullljb was under 
disciis.Mun here, aSenator from a ti tiff State rose 
in his place, and supported the bill on the sin¬ 
gle ground that it operated as a bounty ol a 
million ot dollara per annum tc tbe .State he 
represented. I.ct ui assume th}t calculation 
to have been correct, and ihs>>U^ State in 
ques inn now pays half a million i) U4hs on the 
unpro'ected articles. When yoq take off'the 
lax and leave the bounty, the bointy will ob¬ 
viously he ir.cresscd by Just half a million, and 
the State in question will be rciiived entirely 
from taxation. Such is the comp'.pmise prom- 
ised to the South. The evils of abkh we com. 
plain arc lo be increased—thi protecting 
syatem is to be rivitted upon the Country be¬ 
yond all hope of relief, and. wc are told, we 
ought to receive all this as a canctsttnii. 

The policy proposerl in the amendment 
which / have submitted, is luiindtdon the just 
principles 1 have advocated. Vhe arrange¬ 
ment of the details we are williogto leave tn 
tbe committee. We do not prop se to destroy 
or even to injure, the manufactiirtrs. We are 
willing they should have the incitentai protec¬ 
tion ali'orded by a fair revenue S)-i(em, and on 
any plan of reduction, the dutieaand charges 
on the foreign manulactiire will not lall much 
short ol 33 1-3 percent; and lirely, Sir, il, 
will) a protection equal tn one Ibl'd of thecusi 
of the article our manufacturet* cannot be 
maintained, they ought to be tbandoned at 
once, since nothing can be clearer than that 
they would then be luatalned ^ at n certain 
loss to the country. We do not insist 
an immediate tcduciion. U>4li 
standard. ..

The 
immediate rllect uf thia plan, to .far iiuid being 
injurious to the manufacturer%jf^U| I am per¬ 
suaded, serve rather to stren^Ren them, and 
even in its ultimate resultiu no mtnuhictiirr 
will bo injured that does not depend on pro¬ 
tection lor its existence, and is not tuslained 
at the public axprnse. Siipppsc thp duties on 
the proiccted articles weie Vow reduced ten 
per cent below their present rales, and by 
siihsrqiirnt steps carried down gradually tu 
the true revenue standard, what woukl be the 
effect uf this Krst retliicfion of ten per cent? 

It a yard ol English cinth cost adrllar, paid a 
duty of fitly per ccni., and, with the add'i 
tiun uf charges, c'Uild be retailed at two dol¬ 
lars, the effect ot this rediiclion would only be 
to reduce the price to one dollar and ninely 
cts. So that the protection to the American 
maniitacinrcr would be lessened only five per 
cent. Now if this provision were accompanied 
by ail immediate reduction of the diilii a >.n the 
unprotected articles from fitly per cent, to lil- 
teen, would not the manufacturers derive some 
compensatinn in the diminislied cost ol every 
article which enters inlo their consumption? 
and if, in addition to thia, there should be a con¬ 
siderable reduction ol diilieaon Ihe raw mate¬ 
rial, I would auhmit to their serious cuns'dcra-1 
lion whether their cundilioti then would be 
worse than it is new. 'I he true policy of 
the manufacturers, it appears to me, consists 
in obtaining their raw materials cheap, and 
having their expenses diminished by taking 
off' unnecessary taxes on their c-jnaumption. 
Sir, if thia is to become a manufacturing coun- 
try, we must look to the markets o' the world. 
A feeble and sickly existence msy be preserv¬ 
ed at home by a system of protection and of 
bounties—but to be put on a sure loundation, 
and In acquire tint vigor, strength, and ener¬ 
gy, which will enable them to enter into suc- 
cesslul competition abroad, with the manufac¬ 
tures of other countries, it is necessary they 
should he prepared for the contest, by being 
left, in a gteal meaure, to their own unaided 
elli rta. In one respect, Ihe U. Stales possess¬ 
es an advantage over all the world of whicli it 
•eems to roe, it would be madness not to avail 
ourselves. We can reduce the cost of pro¬ 
duction in eveiy deparimert of indostry, to 
the very lowest rales. Our people are not 
necessarily borne down by an almost insupport¬ 
able weight ol taxation. We have no dent 
which can never be paid—no burilHnacme ea* 
tablishmenti—No King, l.ords, and cemmons, 
to eat out Ihe substance of the I’eople. In this 
consists our greatest advantage, and it would 
be our own fault if we do not avail ouiielvcs ol 
it to the fullest extent. T his, sir, is not oi.Iy 
the lavorable mnmer.l for adjusting this great 
queition, but il it be suffered lo piss away, it 
can never be reealled. 1 h® manufucturei* 
now can be let dots n without a shock, Irom the 
position to which they have been lo iii jiislly 
elevated. They will now be remunerated for 
any diminution of their protection; but il the 
plan proposed in the genllemaii’a resolution 
should prevail, the immediate rfl'ect will be au 
increaad ol their protection, an enlargement ol 
their bounty, and of course, if these are to be 
reduced hereafter, the shock will be much 
grester than that to which they would now be 
subjected. Sir, I do consider that, in making 
my proposition, 1 am proving myrelf a true 
friend to the roanulacturers—and that they nre 
their worst enemies (whsleverthey msy them- 
aelvei believe) who would adopt the policy 
embraced in llie gentleman'i resolution. In 
this cpinich, sir, I find I am rol singular. The 
manuisctureri themselves, »nd some of their 
ablest and most zealous advocates have^ avow¬ 
ed the same sciitiments. fn a wetk just pul 


into roy hands, containing an exposition of ev¬ 
idence, shout tu he aubir.ittril to coiigreas, ill 
support of the memori.sl of the (ree trade con¬ 
vention, lately asscmblfd st riiiladclphia, (a 
work to which I earnestly invite the attention 
ol every member of this body.) I find some ex- 
tracts Irom the Vegister of Hezekiah Niles— 
certainly one of the most uncompromising 
champions of the protecting system, which 
furnishes decisive authority in Uvorol my o- 

pininii. I iliere find a letter Irom a person 
who is represented tn he an extensive maiiu- 
lacturer, hi which tie say-; 

"The only true Iriends of the maiiiifactiirer t Ihe 
are those who now seek tn repeal the ridicii- 
loos tariff'of 1828. I’ul a duty of revenue a- 
lone on cloths, anU remove the duty on wool. 

It would be much better for us, if we were 
placed in England; for we could there, with 
our pres-m hands and advantages make cloth, 
send it to New York, pay the duties and make 
more money lhar. «e do now. The difference 
is in the stock; and this iliff'ercnce is attributa¬ 
ble to the BOSiirdilics of the American rystem 
as it stands. The duties on dye stuff s, oil, snap 
and wool, ti k'. n in connexion with Hie derange¬ 
ment of trade, by making the manulactiirer an 
exporter, amounts to a much higher protec¬ 
tion to the foreig er, ilisn all the tariff affoids 
to us. Such are the lacts and such the fruils, 
of the ‘System’ which the American manulac- 
turer has toiled to siip|)ort.” 

Thus, sir, il will he seen that we who pro. 
pose to repeal the tariff, of’SH are the imly true 
“fiienda ot the n amifacturcrs.’’ and that they 
arc their enemies who are striving to perpetu¬ 
ate the "absurdities of the American tsystem."

estrictions were ciiustaiilly viuluted 
ily. Yea; sir. he ubo aporttd with 
o conslrucled tin ones on Hie rii-

oiiac cffircts, who drew his cordon 
MMMMIIlE'kiation', which he conquered, was iil. 
lerly unable lo put down the gteal principles 
of tree Irailr. It baa been well said, air, ■Mlitl 
when all Europe wasulirdient to h a ncxl— 
Hie smuggler dispiurd bis commands, sel at 
nought Ina edicts, langlicd to scorn bis power, 
and overthrew his policy.’ How is it with 
I.ngland, that ses gill Isle Purrrnndcd with a 
thousand ships, i ml thirty llionssnd guardians 
ol her revenue' Sii, dii w c not all know Hiat 
smuggling is there a pn liianle trade, tnd that 
the revenue laws ot Krgland arc constantly 
violated with impuiiilv' And how is it with 
Spain? A irodern traveller apserls that there 
ire a huiulrrd tl uiisaml persons in that iiiiliappy 
country who livepy smuggling, and tbatHiiie 
are Hiiity Hu iisaiul others, paid by the guvein- 
menl, to delect their practice hut who arc in 
league with the offeui'erH. And as tu tbe e.on 
dition of things in our own coniitry, the gen¬ 
tleman has told us a laic this day, which il be 
be not himsell dccrivcil, shows what fearful 
progress these practices have already made. 
The time was when imuggling was ahanliitcly 
unknown any w hi re, in tliis Cl iintry, as It sHII 
is in the Sotilhern Slates. Il is jeur pntccl- 
ing system which hasimrediiced it. It is the 
natural cnnaeip'eine ol high ihiliev—Ihe evil 
waa foretold, and, vs we predicted, it lisa come 
upon 111 , The pn Iccling tyslem has already, 
in the ni nda ot many, rt niuveil the odium which 
formeily rcaled on tlua piacticc. St, when 
these lenlimi Ills shall bccc me prevalent, wt at 
think yen will become uf that ayslcn.’ How 
long will il last after the payn'ci.l of duties 
shall come to be considered as a badge pf atr- 
vilude? 

Mr. President, the proposition of tho Sena¬ 
tor from Kentucky is that the protecting sys¬ 
tem ns it now stands upon yoiir sla utc book, 
shall remain untouched—that all its contradic¬ 
tory provisions, its absurdities, injustice, and 
inequality, sliall bo maintained inviolate. Let 
118 look, then, at some of the existing provis¬ 
ions of this system. Some of them in the ex¬ 
position to which I have before referred, are 
detailed vvilli a clearness to which nothing can 
bo added by me. Hero are tables nf the duties 
on woollens, flannels, baizes, and carpeting, 
ranging from 45 to upwards of two hundred por 
cent. 1 will read a few extracts in illustra¬ 
tion of the effects of the duties. Hero Mr. 
llnyne read several extracts from tho work in 
question, showing that Hio duties on coarse 
woollens, aucli os arc used by stage drivers, 
watermen, and other laborers, for great coats, 
pcaji-ckrls, &e. arc so exiiorbilontly taxed, as 
to raise the cost of tho nrlielcs to about “three 
times the pi ice which tho EInglisli laborer lies 
to pay for the same kind of clothing;”— that 
the western farmer.in consequence of the high 
duty, is compelled Ip pay four dollars a yard 
for cloth which costa the F.iiglish farmer but 
one dollar sevenly five cents; that flnnncis, so 
inilispciisible lo all Iho women nnil children in 
tho country, arc subjected lo a duty of from 
ninety to one liiimired and fifty per cent, where¬ 
by an article which cost in England from eight 
to nine cent.s, is sold here for twenty cents, and 
that which cost in E^ngland twenty nine cents, 
bur manurocliircr con obtain fifty cents for; that 
cottons arc charged with n.duty of from twenty 
five to two hundred per cent, vvhoroby tho 
cost to tho American consumer ia, in many in¬ 
stances, increased one half; end that tho duty 
upon iron is from an hundred, and fifty to 
two hundred and eighty per cent. On this 
point, Mr. llayne read from tho report on tho 
blacksmith’s petitisn, made to the Senote dur¬ 
ing their last session, and quoted the testimo¬ 
ny of John Snrehet, a witness examined on oath 
before the Committee, from whirh it appeared 
"that under tho existing rate of duties a ton 
of hammers and sledges can be imported for 
the use of llio Americnn mnmifaclurer of those 


be imposed upon Woollens, but that goods 
which costs more than one dollar, shall he 
ilccmcd and Inkrn lo have cost two dollars and 
a half. This is like imposing an incoiac tax 
of filly prr cent, and then providing that every 
man’s income iliall he deemed and taken lo be 
three thousand dollars; or a lax of fifty cents 
per gallon upon slills, and pioviding that every 
still .shall ho eotisidcred as containing fiftv 
gallons. Now nre gentlemen perpared to say 
Ihnt such a system as this, with all its imper- 
fectioni on its head, ia to he held ns sacred 
os the law s of the Medos and Persians? I trust 
not. 

I.ct not genllcnicn so far deceive themselves 
as to suppose that the opposition of tho Sonlli 
lo Die protecting system is not based on high 
and lofty principles. It has nothingtodo with 
parly polities, or the mere elevation of men.— 
ft rises far above all such consideration Nor 
is it influenced chiefly by ealctilalions of inter¬

If we 
have been in any degrcB. divided among our¬ 
selves in this matter, the source ef that division 
let gcnilemc be assured, has not arisen so 
much from any dilTerence of opinion, as to the 
true character of tlie oppression, as Irom tho 
dill'crent degrees ol hope of redress. All par¬ 
lies have for years past been looking forward 
to Hiis crisis fur Ihe I'uirilinent of their hopes, 
or the confirnialion of Ihcir fears. And God 
grant that the result may be auspicious. 

Sir, I call upon gentlemen on oil sides of the 
House to meet tis in the true spirit of concilia¬ 
tion and concession.
